We are filing these comments in response to the Federal Register notice dated August 15,
2002 concerning the proposed changesto the ITA’sarm’ slength test for affiliated party sales. 67
F.R. 53339.

We believe that the proposed test is artificially narrow and would result in the exclusion of
sales which are comparable to those made to unaffiliated parties. By focusing solely on price, it
disregards theimpact that such differencesaslevel of trade, quantity and terms of sale may have on
price. Thetest thel TA adopts should take into account the totality of circumstancesin determining
whether affiliated salesare made at comparablepricesasit doeswhen it makes decisions concerning
sample sales, for example. We therefore request that the ITA’s proposed methodology take into
account such factors.

Ataminimum, thel TA should adopt amethodol ogy which would include agreater universe
of sales, such asthe broader and/or statistical testing methodol ogy which were given asalternatives



in the Federal Register notice.
